The fact is, that 
a physician, who is a great revolutionist but 
driven to desperation by want of money, went 
one day tothe Palace and, although he has a 
wooden leg, entered as nimbly as if it was his 
own house. Being met, and asked who he 
wanted, he replied that he wished to speak to 
his Holiness on very urgent affairs. With much 
difficulty he was induced to withdraw. On 
reaching the court he fired a pistol, without its 
being perceived that it was he who caused the 
explosion. The next day he returned again, 
and went on till he met Cajitonino, the pontiff’s 
valet, to whom he insisted on being immediately 
allowed to see the Pope on matters of high in- 
terest.

MONSTER OF SOUTH AMERICA. 
In the marshes, as soon as the rider feels 
his horse sinking, the first movement, if 
an experienced traveller, is to throw him. 
self from the saddle, and endeavor to wade 
or swim tocanebrakes, the roots of which 
give to the ground a certain degree of 
stability. In that case his fate is proba- 
bly sealed, as he is ia imminent danger 
of the ‘cawana.’ This isa terrible and 
hideous monster, with which, strange ‘o 
say, the naturalists of Europe are not yet 
acquainted, though it is too well known 
to all the inhabitants of the streams and 
lagoons tributary to the Red River; Jt i» 
an ehormous turtle, or tortois, with the 
head and tail of the alligator, not retrac- 
tile.as is usual among the differeut spe~ 
cies of this reptile; the shell is one inch 
and a half thick, and as impenetrable as 
steel. It lies in holes in the bottom of 
muddy rivers or in the swampy canebrak- 
es, and meastires often ten feet in length, 
and six in breadth over the shell, inde~ 
pendent of the head and tail, which must

| The Britush Naval aod Military Gaseue, 
in speaking of the condemaation of « 
siave vessel, snys:— 

Her instructions contain a tale of hors 
ror, requiriag no varnishing, to render it 
a romance. She was commissioned for 
the coast of Africa, for the Mozambique, 
and with a crew of ten men, and provie- 
ions for fifteen days! was to take in 220 
slaves, or if small bales—so the slaves are 
termed—230! easily packed in the hold of 
a vessel of 44 tons, witha height of thi 
two inches! aye, inches! between 
Slave or under the upper deck! Manacies 
and chaias were on board to, the number 
of 900 for another cargo. And with pro- 
visions for 15 days! with frightful freight. 
this cargo of human misery, to cross the 
wide Atlantic, to traverse at a bird's flight 
nearly 4000 miles. 


storms occurred, suppose the voyage was 
delayed for \wenty days, to no port dare 
the slave-ship run, from no vessel dare 
she ask for assistance. Two hundred 
and fifty human beings, without water or 
food, crammed into a space not bigh 
enough to sleep when lying down ia one 
position, for twenty days aod nights, ina 
hold fetid with their owa filth, without 
vealilation, with a putrid and foul atmos 
phere, on a deck thirty-two inches from 
the ceiling. Can any fiction, can any ro- 
mance, portray what might have been 
the bitter agony —the torture of these Af- 
ricans?

A SHOWER OF FLESH AND BLOOD. 

In 1841, accounts were publisbel im the 
newspapers of two showers of fish and blood 
—one in Tennessee, and the other in Messa- 
chusetts. A correspoadent of ihoSeuth Care- 
lian, writing from Union District, 8. C. under 
dete of the 30th alt, who signs himes!f L. M. 
Davis, gives the following secount of a similar 
occurrence which lately teok pleee im tha, 
State: ‘On Saturday lest, whilst Mr. Wm. M. 
iclow and hie two sons were picking eot:on on 
hie piawacion, (in Laurens District. rear Eno- 
ree river.end about two miles below Musgrove's 
Mill.) the younger son called to the others, who 
were a little distance from him, to listen, for 
he heard something falling near him. They 
thought he was mistaken, and paid bul little 
altention to it; but he insisted, aod told them 
ifthey would come, he would show it to them 
on the ground. They went and fovad the 
ground strewed with what appeared to them te 
be pieces of meat, varying from the size of an 
ounce tall to lerger than a ben's egg. These 
pieces were very inobst, andasred as blood or © 
any thing else could make them; and the gross, 
cotton, or whatever they came in contact with, 
was stained aw with b'ood. They were scat- 
tered scvera! {eet epart, over = space of ground 
some twenty or thirty yerds in width; and they 
examined it for something like fifty yards in 
length, but did not go to the end of it. 

I wes informed of it yesterday, and wentin 
company with two gentlemen, to visit the place 
in person. We were solucky asto find some 
of the articles etill remaining, and al! egree that 
it had the appearance of flesh, of the fincet 
mould, much finer then we bed ever seen be- 
fore, Some of the pieccs seemed be entire- 
ly fat, but moet of it lean, very red, and some 
what transparent when held up toward the 
light, but it was considerably dried when I 
saw it, heving lein twenty-four hours. 

The younger Wm. Inlow, a very intelligent 
and credible youth of fourteen, sxys he first 
heard a few scattering picces fall, and looking 
up, saw the air darkened with them; and that 
it looked something like snow falling slowly, 
when the fakes are far apart; but that the 
pieces fell more rapidly. The shower fell 
about the middie of the day, whi'e the sun was

andes 
mosphere; but nothing visible could be assiga- 
ed as the cause of the phenomens.”’ 
SINGULAR PHENOMENON. 

Mr James Arlington Benntt has written an 
interesting and curious lettet to the Commer- 
cial Advertiser reepecting severa] meteors be 
hes noted during the lest year, Respecting 
the fret he says: 

"Being near the sca shore seme years age, in 
the month of August, l observed a bright me- 
teor descending right in front of me, simost in 
a perpendicular line, and not, to eppesrance, 
three rods d'stant, and being between mo and 
the sea it mainteined its light entil it almor, 
touched the ground. A light shock instantly 
strack my ear es though something had fallen. 
I approached the spot, but thefe being only star 
light could sce nothing. On feeling on the 
ground, however, I stuck my finger into some- 
thing soft, which I found to have « most pe- 
culiar fetid enell, like something | had never 
met with in the laboratory orany where else. 
Next morning I examined the piece and found 
about two pounds of brown jelly, which had 
descended in globular form, but had been bro- 
kem by the fail end formed emell cegment 
vf asphere. Having no means of either weigh- 
ing or enalysing this matter, I passed i: by with 
the conjecture that it westhe subsiance which 
forms these meteors or falling stars. The alti- 
tude of this meteor could not be more than one 
hundred yards.’ ; 

The next fell in the pail of bis milk-maid, de 
poriling thesame kind of jelly without her . b-- 
serving ite fall. The only effect of the shock 
was to throw the peil a little on une side.

The remedies are mild cathartics, di- 
aboretics, antacides, and tonics, as th 
preparations of iron im wine, and the 
steel pill, in conjunction with local appli 
cations te the region of the diseased wives,

of dark brown jelly, exactly like one side of « 
convex lens, three feet in diameter, but broken 
into many pieces by the fil. The stench was 
most insufferable. This body of jelly before 
it fell must have formed a globe of from ten to 
twelve inches in diameter, if not more. This 
jelly, which lay on the spot where it fell unt:! 
the 12th of Sc ptember following, «ntirely des- 
troyed all the grees under and nesrit. Now I 
thi: k that takiag the base line of a right angle 
triangle at double the distance from where I 
stood, and this meteor baving its formation at 
the head of the perpendicular, its altitude must 
be counted at least one mile, as its downward 
course would trace the hypothenuse of the same

hitehem. There arose neither fame nor smoke. 
yerit extingwished the coa’s where it ley. Be- 
ing very busy atthe time, I did aot attempt to 
ite constiteents, Its fracture was 
set, however, like that of jelly, but it appeared 
te break into cubes. 

There ia a possibility of this meteor having 
had ita origin moch higher in the atmosphere 
than here supposed, as its velocity appeared to 
be very great, but as I heard ne explosion by 
whichfits trae distence and altitude might have 
deiermined, the elevation of one mile is 
tut hypothesis. The meteor of the 18th Av- 
gust, 1793, deacribed by Mr. Cavello, in the 
Philosophical Transactions of London for 1784, 
he places by vague and uncerisin da'a at a: 
elevation from the earth of 66 1-28 miles, enc 
pretends to have heard the explosion twelve 
minutes after, at 130 miles distance!

The univeres! downward 
tendency of their motion shows that their spe- 
cific grevity is mach more than thet of the at 
morphere, and thet they therefore must b» form- 
ed at the moment of discharge.

The falling ster thet any one may see of 
cleer night, hes long been regarded by phi'o:- 
ophersas a gelatinous matter, inflated with 
phoephureited hydrogen gas: and the splendid 
meteor of Mr. Beomet was doubfiess one o' 
these ordinary shooting stars eppesring ver) 
bright by its proximity. The gelatinous sub 
stence he found, accords with the experienc: 
and theory of others, and indeed is a very sin 

gvler and carious corroborstion of them.
